I he feed grain ava- 
lanche now rolling out of the fields has 
struck fear into the hearts of United 
States Department of Agriculture offi- 
cials. Othcials make no bones about what 
they see: Lower prices for corn and other 
feeds, plus a big jump in hog production 
next spring—and a probable hog market 
bust in the fall of 1958 


New surplus problem. J ota! feed grain 
supplies will once again shatter records 
including the 4 percent higher 1957 out- 
put of the four grains, increased carryover 
this year, and more proteins. Officials say 
the new crop, which shoots grains into 
the No. 1 surplus trouble spot, will create 
two major problems 

(1) Low hog prices next yea! 

(2) A very tight storage situation 

Both could figure prominently in the 


congressional election next fall 


Dollar corn. ‘The bumper 3.2 billion- 
bushel corn crop, plus the monstrous 
grain sorghum production, is expected to 
result in $1 corn or close to it this fall and 
winter according to U.S.D.A. econo- 
mists. [That's expected to be the level 
though U.S.D.A. is offering noncompli 


ance corn loans at $1.10, national average. 


Too many hogs. Corn at that level 
makes it profitable to boost hog numbers 
at prices likely to prevail through next 
summer, The big worry at U.S.D.A, is 
that hog growers will go overboard on 
springtime farrowings They say the 
country can absorb an increase of about 
percent in the spring crop, or roughly 
2'4 million head. Anything over a 10- 
percent boost--about 5 million head 
“would be dangerous according to 
U.S.D.A. hog expert Harold Breimyer, 
lo show what overexpansion could do, 
look at the 1949 market. Growers boosted 
hog numbers 10 million head during the 
year, and the market broke $5-$6. Roughly

surplus this year, but in effect it created

The following suggestions on how to shift taxable in- 
come from year to year—or cut it—apply particularly to 
cash-basis taxpayers; however, most of the ideas can also 


be used by accrual basis farmers 


How to cut 1957 net taxable income 


Pay all labor expenses to date. If there is any farm work 
that needs to be done by hired help, get it done now. 


Divide income with your children 
for work on the farm 


by paying them wages 
If you have a boy or girl who is un- 
der 19 years or who is going to school (at any age), he or 
she can earn over $600 and you can still claim the de- 
pendent as an exemption on your tax form if you furnish 
over half of the child's or stude nt’ § suppert. 
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Give children income-producing property. The income 
then belongs to the child or children—who may not have 
to pay any tax at all, or at least will pay at a low rate. 
You, however, have cut down on your income, and if you 
provide over half the support for your child you may still 
claim him as a deduction 

A warning, though—it is necessary that there be a sale or 
gift of the income-producing property to the child and not 
just of the income; otherwise, you are still liable for the 
tax. 

And watch this: Check back and find out if you have 
furnished one-half the support of such dependents. If you 
haven't, you may be able to come up to the one-half level 


by the end of the year. 


Make repair and maintenance expenditures before the 
end of the year. If buildings need paint, if shingles need 
replacing, or if any of the machinery needs minor ove 
haul, these are deductible as current expenses. However, 
those expenses that prolong the useful life of property 
such as replacing a roof or a major overhaul on the trac- 


tor must be capitalized and depreciated out. 


Pay all taxes, special assessments, cash rent, insuranc: 
premiums, and interest payments connected with the 
All of these are deductible. But advance 


payment of insurance premiums for more than one year

deducted. These are deductible only as they come due 


Purchase feed, seed, and fertilizer before the end of the 
year. The deduction is permitted when it’s paid for, not 


when it’s used. 


Deduct soil and water conservation spending. The law al- 
lows a farmer to deduct costs for treatment or moving of 
earth, clearing brush, and planting windbreaks Earthen 
dams, terracing, contouring, leveling, grading, restora 
tion of soil fertility, and similar items are included 

You cannot deduct more than 25 percent of your gross 
farm income in any one year under this provision, but

Increase personal deductions. If deductions have been 
running about 10 percent in past years, pay some of next 
year’s items now and itemize this year. Then, next year 
take the standard 10-percent deduction when your per- 
sonal deductions run less than 10 percent ol your ad juste d

Shop around and get 
the specifications before you buy. Look 
for 9 100 perce nt through a No. & screen 
Only a few states run samples through 
the finer screens. Wisconsin is probably 
an outstanding state in lime regulations 
Farmers who insist upon Grade A lime in 
Wisconsin are buying material which 
screens out 50 percent through a 60 mesh 
If you can locate screens, pick up some 
lime samples, screen and weigh them 
yourself You should be able to see the 
laboratory report of samples from all the 
quarries in your state at the local A.S.( 
office. Ask to look it over 

While you're looking at these lab re- 
ports check the purity of the lime you 
buy. It is reported as calcium carbonate 
equivale nt In other words, how the sam- 
ple compares with pure calcium carbon 
ate. This figure should be as high as pos 
sible Soil test recommendations are 
usually based on lime of 90 or higher. The 
impurities in low-quality lime, especially 
clay, are seldom worth the price to you 
It costs no more to haul and spread high 
quality lime 

You take lime buying into your own 
hands instead of leaving it up to the 
trucker who hauls from the quarry near- 
est your farm. Wide-awake buying is the 
key to quick returns. Proper use of this 
kev will result in more farmers using more 
lime, to make more profit.

Nipple vs. pail feeding 


A study at the Pennsylvania Experi- 
ment Station was made to determine 
whether or not there was any difference 
in nipple feeding or open-pail feeding in 
regard to growth and health of the young 
calf. Although the pail-fed calves con- 
sumed their milk faster than those nipple- 
fed, the incidence of scours was the same 
for both groups 

Ihe only conclusion drawn from this 
experiment is that there is probably little

Cowpox vaccine developed 


\ report from the Netherlands indi- 
cates that a vaccine may finally have been 
developed to protect cattle against cow- 
pox.

even high production. In these instances, 
poor or inadequate nutrition actually be- 
comes a stress in itself 

During a disease outbreak, the appe- 
tite decreases, cutting down on feed in- 
take. A concentration of nutrients is often 
necessary to bridge the animal over such 
a stress period 

As we push for higher and higher pro- 
duction of miik, meat, and eggs, more 
nutritional stresses are showing up. This 
is especially true of vitamins and miner- 
als. Mineral inbalances, which didn’t ex- 
ist in the past or weren't serious enough 
to cause stress to the animal, are often a 
major problem. Rations must be de- 
signed to give the right amount of the 


right nutrients at the right time 


PARASITES STRESS 


Internal and external parasites cause 
losses in two ways-—-directly and indi- 
rectly. Direct losses are a result of the 
parasite infestation. Indirect losses show 
up in the form of weakened animals 

External parasites have deen under at- 
tack for years. Research has given us some 
excellent insecticides for dealing with this 
problem. The ease of application has 
also been improved. Today, we have the 
tools to greatly reduce losses from exter- 
nal parasites 

Recently, attention has been focused 
on the control of internal parasites 
We now have the drugs and preventive 


programs to control these parasites 


ENVIRONMENTAL STRESS 


We're just beginning to realize the im- 
portance of controlling the animal's en- 
vironment. This is especially true if the 
animal is to perform at 18 MaXimuMm ge- 
netic potential 

Environmental stress covers a wide va- 
riety of conditions--many of them man- 
controlled—which atlect the performance 
of the animal. Future articles will deal 
in detail with environmental stress and 
what you can do about it. However, we 
would like to point out briefly some of 
the areas where work is being done today 

Pops on the list is the control of mois- 
ture and temperature, All farm animals 
have opumum “‘comfort zones” in which 
they perform at their best. We must first 
find these “‘comfort zones” and then find 
profitable ways of controlling tempera- 
ture and humidity. Heated buildings and 
insulation help us partially solve the “too 
cold” problem. Air conditioning may 
play a very important role in controlling 
the “too hot” temperature in the future 

Building design will change to give an- 
imals a more ideal environment. Most 
buildings have been designed for the op- 
erator in the past. We need buildings de- 
signed for the needs of the animal 

Poor management is the sixth point 
which many persons also list as a stress 
Here is where you, the livestock producer, 
come in. Only you can furnish the brains 
and management necessary to prevent 
losses In your livestoc k and poultry enter-

within certain limits, did focus attention 
on arthritis, helped to change defeatist at- 
titudes, and led to other developments, 

Ihe hormones don’t cure but very of- 
ten they do control symptoms. In one re- 
cent study, 71 patients were checked at 
the end of four years of cortisone treat- 
ment. Fifty one percent had experienced 
major improvement; 42 percent minor 
improvement; 7 percent had no benefit 

Drawbacks to treatment with cortisone

Aspirin, once considered only a pain 
reliever, has turned out to be a good deal 
more when used in large doses. A num- 
ber of studies have shown this. The latest, 
a 4-year British study reported last spring, 
indicates that aspirin may even be more 
satisfactory in some cases than hormones 
over a prolonged period. In the study, 27 
patients were originally started on hor- 
mone treatment; 26 on aspirin. When last 
observed, only 12 were sull taking corti- 
sone but all 26 were happily taking as- 
pirin, an average daily dose of 10 tablets 

At the start of the study, 8 patients in 
the cortisone group and 6 in the aspirin 
group were so crippled as to be confined 
to bed or a wheelchair. All 6 given as- 
pirin have recovered the ability to func- 
tion to a degree where they are no longer 
chair- or bed-ridden. Two of cortisone 


group continued to be seriously disabled. 


One problem with aspirin for some pa- 
tients is that in large doses it causes stom- 
ach distress. Now a new tablet, Ecotrin, 
developed in this country, overcomes 
this. It’s aspirin with a special coating 
that stays intact in the stomach, dissolves 
only in the small intestine, thus permit- 
ting the aspirin to be absorbed into the 
blood from there without affecting the 
delicate stomach lining. Of 42 arthritic 
patients, 40 experienced relief without 
stomach upsets 

Another promising drug development 
is Marsilid. No anti-arthritis drug but 
rather a mental stimulant, it appears to 
have considerable value because many 
arthritis patients, understandably enough, 
feel depressed and the depressed feelings 
take a toll on the body 

Newest finding is that an anti-malaried 
drug, Aralen, chemically termed ‘“‘cholor- 
quine,”’ works in arthritis—and is the 
first that seems to act on the disease itself 


rather than on inflammatory symptoms 


A Vancouver, British Columbia, doctor 
reports that continuous use produced 
“excellent results” in 71 percent of 125 
patients. An Oregon research team re- 
ports that 58 percent of 24 patients given 
this drug improved during the first 
month and 63 percent during the second 

What does all this mean? 

It means that, while there is no specifi 
treatment for all rheumatoid arthritis sul 
ferers, no one drug that is 100-percent ef- 
fective, there are now enough drues avail- 
able so that, as one authority puts it 

there is some form of treatment for every 
person with the disease 

Ihe earlier the treatment, and the 
earlier the use not only of drugs but use of 
heat, massage, special exercises, and 
other measures, too, the more likely that 


deformities can be prevented
